A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview involves two issues (1 ) the applicant said that the after 
final response was sent on December 31 , 2003. However, the Patent Office does not response to the response after 
final. Since the applicant keeps waiting for the decision from the patent office, the case past the statutoryperiod for 
reply. Due to the missed communication from the Patent office, the applicant requests resetting the period for reply 
accordingly. The examiner advices applicant to filed in a request for resetting period for reply so that such the issue 
be considered. (2) concerning patentability of the pending claims, the examiner explains the delay providing section 
set forth in the independent claims 1,13 and 14 seems to read on the delay providing section Dv in col. 18, lines 1-3 of 
Tamatsu. However, the applicant explains that the delay providing section of Tamatsu is different from the delay 
providing section of the present application because whereas the delay providing section Dv of Tamasu is provided to 
compensate the lag between the pulse generator and the speed sensor; the delay providing section of the present 
application does not concern compensating the lag between the pulse generator and the speed sensor. The delay of 
the present application actually adds more delay to the measured velocity. The applicant explains that by adding such 
the delay to the velocity, the target inter-vehicle distance will be longer than the actual target intervehicle distance when 
the target vehicle decelerates, whereas the distance detected from the inter-vehicle distance detecting section is 
shorter due to the deceleration of the target vehicle. The change of the target inter-vehicle distance due to the added 
delay accordingly effects the earlier or later braking time, this adjusted braking time improves assurance of safety to 
the driver. The applicant proposes to add "independent from a delay inherent in said vehicle detection section" after 
the limitation "a delay providing section that provides a delay" in claim 1 to emphasize that the delay providing section 
is used for adding more delay to the velocity. The delay providing section is different from the delay providing section 
inherently provided in the sensor section for compensating delay and error of the speed sensor taught by Tamatsu. 
Independent claims 13 and 14 will be similarly amended as in claim 1. 
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
